From w hat the police have been able 
to learn, the crime seems to have been 
on(> of the most horrible character, and 
if jill its details are true it stamps young 
Henderson as a degenerate of the worst 
type. 
He does not seem to realize the , 
enormity of his crime. 
After his rrrest 
he admitted a knowledge of the knife 
thrust, but said that it was due to the 
child accidentally running against an 
open knife. Henderson became alarmed 
at this aud said he threw the boy into 
the creek. However when shown the 
n u dated liody of the child he admitted 
that he was responsible for those cuts as 
well. hut he still persists that it was an 
accident. 
The police, however, believe it was a 
planned murder, in which the guilty 
one also purposed ending the life of an ­ 
other small boy, Willie Addison, aged 7 
▼tars. Henderson, it is claimed, has 
been reading trashy novels of the wild 
western stamp, and has shown a desire 
to emulate the heroes of those tales, The 
police assert that Henderson accompan- 
ed Lockyar and Addison to the woods, 
as he said, but, instead of an accident 
happening to either, Henderson tied both 
children to a tree. 
Addison broke away 
and ran home. It was then, it is said, 
that young Lockyar’s death was accom­ 
plished.

The end was peaceful, and when it 
came his wife and children were at his 
bedside. He came hen' to recuperate 
from an attack of pneumonia and re­ 
covered rapidly until two weeks ago,

when he suffered from uremic convul­ 
sions. From that relapse he never re- 
covered. His body was sent to W ash­ 
ington today. 
C in c in n a t i, Jan. 17.—Benjamin But- 
terworth was what is known as a 
“ Birthright 
Quaker.” 
Those 
who 
knew him best during his busy career 
are unanimous in saying of him, “his 
daily life was an exemplary of the ten­ 
ets of that good old faith as that of any 
public official could be.” 
Ho was born in W arren county, O., 
Oct. 32, 1887; was a member of the state 
senate of Ohio from W arren and Butler 
counties in 1873-74; was elected from the 
First Ohio district to the Forty-sixth, 
Forty-seventh, Forty-ninth and Fiftieth 
congresses and was ro-eleeted to the 
Fifty-first congress as a Republican. 
“ Bin Butter worth, as he has always 
been known, spent his earlier years 
roundabout Maineville and Fostcrsville 
Crossing, the latter si little station on 
the Little Miami railrojid. 
His father 
was William Butterw ort^ his mother a 
Linton, a family noted throughout tho 
entire line for their keenness of intel­ 
lect, powers of perception and strength 
in speech and debate. 
Both parents 
were of Quaker ancestry. 
Butterworth’s first acquaintance with 
law was made in the office of Durbin 
Ward, then a successful practitioner iu 
Cincinnati. 
, , 
. 
During the war he attained the rank 
of major in an Ohio regiment. 
He was 
commissioner of patents first during the 
administration of Garfield and Arthur, 
aud his record made then and subse­ 
quently had great weight with Presi­ 
dent McKinley in selecting him for that 
position. 
He was made secretary of the World s 
fair project early in the inception of that 
great enterprise at Chicago during the 
early nineties and worked along in that 
capacity with honor to himself and 
profit to the company until its close. 
A wife and four children survive the 
dead statesman. His wife was Miss 
Mary Schuyler of Pennsylvania. The 
children are Mrs. Howe of Washington, 
a widow; William, who 
married 
Miss Deere 
of Moline, Ills.; younj 
Ben, who w a s injured in a college gami 
early in life, and Frank, whose prowes 
as a fo o tb a ll coach and fullback is a1 
most international.

P h il a d e l p h ia , Jan. 17.—The launch­ 
ing cf the Japanese warship Kasagi, 
which is being built at Cramp’s ship­ 
yard, will take place on Thursday at 
noon. 
The Kasagi is the most import­ 
ant ship ever built in the United States 
for foreign account, and is the first for­ 
eign warship launched in this country 
•ainee the Zobiaca in 1878. 
In compliance with requests for in­ 
formation that are coming to him from 
all over the country, Charles H. Cramp, 
the builder of the slop, said: 
“The Karagi is one among a large 
number of ships of various type and 
classes embraced in the new naval pro­ 
gram of Japan. A sister ship to her is 
building on the Pacific coast, and others 
of various class* s up to 14,8 X)-ton bat­ 
tleships either in England, France, Ger­ 
many or in Japan’s own dockyard at 
Yokohama. 
. 
“ Wilt n the fleet, of which the Kasagi 
is an important factor shall bo com­ 
pleted, J u event not more than two 
vt .ars off at the farthest. Jaoan will 


rank as the tore most naval power in the 
Pacific ocean, and, generally speaking, 
nearly, if not quite, third iii rank 
among the naval powers of the world. 
She will certainly outrank iii the all 
around sense all but England, France j 
and Bassia; and so far as the Pacific J 
o cean is concerned will be far superior J 
to all except perhaps England, and it is j 
doubtful if ever England could, with , 
due regard to her requirements in her 
own " atem, or in the Mediterranean 
and tho defence of her commerce, spare 
naval force enough for concentration in 
the Pacific to equal in that ocean the 
new Japanese navy, of which the Ka- 
sagi is a factor.”

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 17.—The house is 
likely to become the arena for a general 
discussion of our foreign relations in 
connection w ith the consideration of 
the diplomatic aud consular appropria­ 
tion bill during the present week. 
The 
Cuban situation, the annexation of Ha- 
M’aii and the designs of the European 
powers towards China will, of course, 
be the principal topics to attract atten­ 
tion. 
The house managers do not w ant an 
extended debate on Cuba precipitated 
at this time, but the minority is deter­ 
mined to press the question during the 
consideration of this bill. 
They believe 
the time is particularly opportune, ow­ 
ing to the anti-autonomy riots in Ha­ 
vana. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NOTES. 


Toe president has decided to give 
Lieutenant Thomas H. Evans of the 
nave another chalice for promotion to 
the grade of lieutenant commander. 
The navy department has been in 
formed of the breaking down of Abso 
lorn Kirby, chief engineer of the U. S. 8. 
Baltimore, now at Honolulu. 
The offi­ 
cer has been invalided home. 
The steamer Narragansett has been 
chartered by the treasury department 
for the use of the immigration service at 
New York until the new buildings at 
Ellis island are completed. 
The senate committee on territories 
decided to postpone indefinitely a bill to 
uiiiul an act of the legislature of the 
territory of New Mexico relating to in­ 
surance companies. 
The house committee on public lands 
bas made a favorable report on the bill 
to abolish the distinction between of­ 
fered mid unoffered lands in passing 
Upon subsisting pre-emption claims un­ 
der the homestead laws. 
The house committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce bas appointed its 
sub-committees. 
They include Messrs 
II. pburn, Bennett, Fletcher, Maun, Joy 
Adamson and Davis on the interstate 
and Messrs. Joy, Corliss, Fletcher, Mc- 
Aleer aud Cavey on the foreign com­ 
merce sub-committee. 
The sub committee of the senate com* 
lait tee on appropriations, considering 
the urgent d eficien cy appropriation bill, 
decided to eliminate the provisions in­ 
serted by the house requiring owners of 
bullion to pay transportation on it from 
the assay office to the mint. 
Attorney General McKenna sent to 
congress a recommendation for urgent 
deficiency appropriations for the United 
States courts, aggregating over $500,000. 
The principal item is $100,000 to erect 
jails in Indian Territory. 
The celebrated pension cane of Judge 
d iaries D. Long of Michigan made its 
reappearance in the pension office in 
the shape of an application to Commis­ 
sioner Evans to vacate the order reduc­ 
ing the judge’s pension from $72 to $50 
per month.

\ REVOLT IS FEARED. 


People of Havana Ripe For a 
Revolution. 


CAP. GENERAL BLANCO IN DANGER,

H a v a n a , via Key West, Jan. 17.—Al­ 
though outwardly order is restored here, 
great excitement continues, and unless 
tin* newspapers exercise, under the press 
censorship, great prudence, a general 
revolt is probable, with much bloodshed 
because in such an event the army vol­ 
unteers would fraternise. 
General Blanco’s position is most diffi 
cult bt*eause his mild methods of w ar­ 
fare disqualify him to use energy with 
a mob. 
The rioters intend going in a pacific 
maimer to the palace to request General 
Blanco to release Senor Jesus Trillo, a 
prominent attorney, who Ibis been un­ 
justly charged by political intriguers 
With fomenting mob violence. 
Up to the time this dispatch is sent no 
American has been in danger, nor lias 
there lioou any hostile demonstrations or 
shouting against them, nor have any 
Americans taken refuge at the United 
States consulate. 
Consul General Fits 
hugh Lee, the British consul and other 
consular officers w itnessed the disorders 
from the balcony of tho Hotel lngla- 
terre. 
On the first day of the riots, when a 
crowd of 5,000 men that had massed in 
Central park began stoning windows 
aud shouting “death to Diario,” “ v iv e 
W eyler,” and “down with autonomy,” 
General Porrado, General Solano and 
General Garrioh rode up and General 
Solano ordered the cavalry to charge 
t he mob. The cavalry commander re- 
plied: 
“ Whom shall I charge; loyal Span­ 
iards for shouting ‘long live Spain’ and 
‘long live the Spanish generals?’ ” 
The commander then dismounted and 
endeavored to persuade the mob, in 
which were a number of officers aud 
adjutants, to rat ire. General Garrich, 
an intelligent noble Cuban whose loy­ 
alty has never been doubted, confronted 
the leaders of the mob, Major Fuenten 
and Captain Calvo of the artillery. 
Major Puente* resented the rebuke aud 
General Garrich, infuriated, snatched 
several decorations from the breast of 
the officer, saying “you have disnonorad 
the army. ’ ’ Major Fuentes ami Captain 
Calvo were arrested. 
General Solano, in the course of an 
interview, hits denied that he culled the 
rioting officers drunkards, but he con­ 
firms the report that he characterized 
them as “ unworthy of the uniform 
tfiey wore.” Some of the papers haviug 
criticized this language, General Solano 
said: 
“ I used those words, aud I ain 
willing to sustain them at the point of 
my sword.” 
Wednesday aud Thursday nights the 
theaters and cafes were closed and the 
military band did not clay at Central 
l>ark us usual. 
When the newspaper 
offices were being attacked General 
Blanco called upon several of General 
W eyler’s friends to use their influence 
to calm the rioters. They replied that 
t hey deplored the outburst, but did not 
know the leaders of the riot. 
They offered to do everything in their 
power to calm the agitation, but point­ 
edly 
suggested that General Arolas 
should try to calm himself also, as he 
WUK “ increasing the disturliances by his 
interminute and insulting language.” 
At one point the mob moved toward 
the private residence of Senor Bruzon, 
the civil engineer of Havana, but was 
promptly dispersed by the police.

W a s i r n o t o n , Jan. 17.—Grave appre­ 
hension was felt by both the officials of 
the state department and those of the 
Spanish legation that disturbances of a 
more or less serious character might oc­ 
cur in Havana Sunday owing to the 
fact that many persons otherwise occu­ 
pied during the week would be com* 
paratively free on thig day to follow 
their own inclinations. 
Advices re­ 
ceived by Minister De Lome indicated, 
however, that Havana was perfectly 
tranquil. 
General I joe is under instructions to 
notify the state department promptly of 
anything unusual or in the least way 
threatening, and the fact that the dis­ 
patch was received from him clearly in­ 
dicates that tho city is practically abso­ 
lutely quiet. 
Secretary Long has received additional 
information concerning the movements 
of the North Atlantic squadron, aud 
said that ho expected more. Admiral* 
Sicard will simply carry out the orders 
previously issued to him, and sailed 
with the main boily of the squadron for 
southern waters to onter upon the usual 
winter manoeuvres.

••Who will rise up for me against the 
evil doers, or who will stand up for me 
against the workers of iniquity” gave 
Dr. J. O. Taggart a splendid text at the 
First U. P. church last evening, and 
from the motto of the Anti-Saloon 
league, “ The Saloon Must Go,” he 
preached a clear, logical sermon. The 
gentleman reviewed the work of the 
convention held in Columbus last week. 
In part he said: 
“ That motto expresses the determina­ 
tion and propose to banish the saloon. 
The saloon must go if we are to continue 
to prosper. It is a menace to the peace 
and prosperity of the nation. 
“This motto was placed on the badges 
we wore at the convention. 
There 
weren’t as many of them as of another 
kind whose wearers intimated that they 
favored a certain man for senator, but I 
take it that whatever men’s opinions 
might have been in that contest, this 
contest in which we are engaged is of 
far more importance. 
"The saloon must go. The thought of 
how this is to be accomplished is our 
text. The combination for evil must be j 
met by a combination arrayed for the 
right. If we regard this as the voice of 
the Lord, it teaches us the same lesson. 
The Lord wants helpers. He is not go­ 
ing to crush out wrong by a fiat of 
omnipotence, but by agents whom he 
chooses. He teaches man by man. He 
uproots error by the truth of his word. 
He puts the responsibility on those 
whom he calls, and his curse is upon 
those who do not answer. It is not be­ 
cause he needs our help, but for man’s 
own good. 
"W e have in the Anti Saloon league 
a formidable antagonist of evil. One 
speaker at the convention said it was 
the greatest reform movement of the 
century. The gathering was not largo 
as compared to the Hanna meeting held 
' in the same building the day before, 
but there were many delegates there 
1 from many states and churches. It was 
; important in size and character. 
It 


I was also political, for there it was rec­ 
ognized that the evil should only be re- 
; moved by the performance of political 
I duty. 
"The league is in harmony with all 
temperance organizations, but affiliates 
with no political party. 
Its one pur­ 
pose is to fight the liquor traffic. 
It is a 
public sentiment building society. 
“ What has it done? 
Not what we 
hoped, but it has Shown the need of 
patience, awakened sentiment and pre* 
served the laws we have while leading 
many to see the power of the saloon in 
party politics. 
Eighteen states have 
national organizations, and in Wash- J 
ington it has shut up 1,100 saloons. 
"W hat could it do for us? 
The sa- j 
loons in East Liverpool cost our people 
$200,OOO every year, enough to build 50 
comfortable homes. 
"When iii Columbus I wrent to the 
penitentiary and there I saw UHM) pris­ 
oners at table, most of them under 25 
years of age. 
Why were they there? 
I quickly got the answer. 
The saloon 
produces two-thirds of the crime in this 
nation. Then I saw the poor people. 
They came there to gather the scraps 
from that. prison table. Why were there 
poor in this land of abundance and 
these times of prosperity ? In all these 
home there was intemperance. 
"Ought not the saloon to go? There 
is need of interest. If only God’s peo­ 
ple would be interested as are the poli­ 
ticians it wouldn’t be a year until the 
saloons would go. 
How much have we 
spent iu our cause? 
I noticed one j 
item in a newspaper which said the 
liquor bill one day charged to a senator- I 
ial candidate at the Neil House bar was 
$7,500, consumed by men who went 
there and wore a certain kind of badge. 
"W e hope to stir here the sentiment

His father 
was William Butfcerwortli, his mother a 
Linton, a family noted throughout the 
entire line for their keenness of intel­ 
lect, powers of fieroeptiou and strength 
iii speech and debate.

were of Quaker ancestry. 
Butterwort b’s first acquaintance with 
law was made in the office of Durbin 
Ward, then a successful practitioner in

During the war he attained the rank 
of major in an Ohio regiment. He was 
commissioner of patents first during the 
administration of Garfield and Arthur, 
aud his record made then and subse­

The rioter* intend going in a pacific 
manner to the fialaei* to reqnoat General 
Blanco to release 8i*tior Jesus Trillo, a 
prominent attorney, who ha* been un­ 
justly charged by political intriguers 
with fomenting mob violence. 
Up to the time this dis]latch is sent no 
American has tn*en in dang*?, nor has 
there lioou any hostile demonstrations or 
shouting against them, nor have any 
American* taken refuge at the United 
States consulate. 
Consul General Fits 
hugh Lei*, the British consul and other 
consular officers witnessed the disorders 
from the balcony of tho Hotel lngla- 
terre. 
On the first day of the riots, when a 
crowd of 6,000 men that had massed in 
Central park began Mtoning windows 
and shouting “death to Diario,” “vive 
Weyler.” aud “down with autonomy,” 
General Purrado, General Holano and 
General Garrick rode up and General 
Solano orden*d the cavalry to oharge 
the mob. Tin* cavalry commander re­ 
plied : 
“ Whom shall I charge; loyal Span­ 
iards for *houting 'long live Spain' and 
‘long live the Spanish generals?' ** 
The commander then dismounted and 
endeavored to fiersuade the mob, in 
which were a number of officers and 
adjutants, to retire. General Garrich, 
an intelligent noble Cuban whose loy­ 
alty lias never been doubted, confronted 
the leaders of the mob, Major Puente* 
and Captain Calvo of the artillery. 
Major Puente* resented the rebuke and 
General Garrich, infuriated, snatched 
several decorations from tho breast of 
the officer, saving “you have disnonored 
the army.” Major Puente*and Captain 
Calvo were arrested. 
General Solano, in the course of an 
interview, lins denied that he called the 
rioting officers drunkards, bat he con­ 
firms the report that he characterized 
them as “unworthy of the uniform 
tHey wore.” Some ox the wipers having 
criticized this Langauge, General Solano 
said: “I used those words, aud I am 
willing to sustain them at the point of 
ms -word.” 
Wednesday and Thursday nights the 
theaters and cafes wore closed and the 
military bawl did not clay at Central 
park us usual. 
When the newspaper 
offices were tieing attacked General 
Blanco mik'd up rn several of General 
Weyler’* frfrniis to ase their influence 
to calin the rioters. They replied that 
they deplored the outburst, but did not 
know the b ailers of the riot.

interminatc and insulting language.” 
At one point the mob moved toward 
the private residence of Senor Bruzon, 
the civil engineer of Havana, but was 
promptly dispersed by the police.

Wapitingtaa Anthorine* Expected Trouble 
to incur Holiday. 
Washington, Jan 17.—Grave appro, 
hensiou was felt by both the officials of 
the state defjartmcnt and those of the 
Spanish legation that disturbance* of a 
more or less serious character might oc­ 
cur in Havana Snnday owing to the 
fact that many persons otherwise occu­ 
pied during the week woald be com­ 
paratively free on this day to follow 
their own inclinations. 
Advices re­ 
ceived by Minister De Lome indicated, 
however, that Havana was perfectly 
tranquil.

“ Who wiU rise up for me against the 
evil doers, or who will stand up for me 
against the workers of iniquity” gave 
Dr. J. C. Taggart a splendid text at the 
First U. P. church last evening, and 
from the motto of the Anti-Saloon 
league, “The Saloon Mnst Go,” he 
preached a clear, logical sermon. The 
gentleman reviewed the work of the 
convention held in Columbus last week. 
In part he said: 
“That motto expresses the determina­ 
tion and propose to banish the saloon. 
The saloon most golf we are to continue 
to prosper. It is a menace to the peace 
and prosperity of the nation. 
“This motto was placed on the badges 
we wore at the convention. 
There 
weren’t as many of them as of another 
kind whose wearers intimated that they 
favored a certain man for senator, bat I 
take it that whatever men’s opinions 
might have been in that contest, this 
contest in which we are engaged is of 
far more importance. 
“The saloon mnst go. The thought of 
how this is to be accomplished is onr 
text. The combination for evil mnst be 
met by a combination arrayed for the 
right. If we regard this as the voice of 
the Lord, it teaches us the same lesson. 
The Lord wants helpers. He is not go­ 
ing to crush ont wrong by a fiat of 
omnipotence, but by agents whom he 
chooses. He teaches man bv man. He 
uproots error bv the truth of his word. 
He pots the responsibility on those 
whom he calls, and his curse is upon 
those who do not answer. It is not be­ 
cause he needs onr help, but for man’s 
own good. 
“ We have in the Anti saloon leagne 
a formidable antagonist of evil. One 
speaker at the convention said it was 
the greatest reform movement of the 
century. The gathering was not largn 
as compart'd to the Hanna meeting held 
in the same building the day before, 
but there were mauy delegates there 
from many states and churches. It was 
important in size and character. 
It 
was also political, for there it was rec­ 
ognized that the evil should only be re­ 
moved by the performance of political 
duty. 
“The league is in harmony with all 
temperance organizations, but affiliates 
with no political party. 
Its oue pur­ 
pose is to fight the liquor traffic. It is a 
public sentiment building society. 
“ What has it done? 
Not what we 
hoped, but it bas rfhown the need of 
patience, awakened sentiment and pre­ 
served the laws we have while leading 
• many to see the power of the saloon in 
party politics. 
Eighteen states have 
national organizations, and in Wash­ 
ington it has shut ap 1,100 saloons. 
“ What could it do for us? 
The sa­ 
loons in East Liverpool cost our people 
$200,000 every year, enough to build 50 
comfortable homes. 
“ When in Columbus I went to the 
penitentiary and there I saw MMK) pris­ 
oners at table, most of them nuder 25 
years of age. 
Why were they there? 
I quickly got the answer. 
The saloon 
produces two-thirds of the crime in this 
nation. Then I saw the poor people. 
They came there to gather the scraps 
from that prison table. Why were there 
poor in this laud of abondance and 
these times of prosperity ? lu all th»*e 
home there was intemperance. 
“Ought not the saloon to go? There 
is need of interest. If oui? God’s peo­ 
ple would be interested as are the poli­ 
ticians it wouldn't be a year until the 
saloons would go. How much have we 
spent iu oar cause? 
I noticed one 
item in a newspaper which said the 
liquor bill one day charged to a senator­ 
ial candidate at the Neil House bar was 
$7,500, consumed by men who went 
there and wore a certain kind of badge. 
“ We hope to stir here the sentiment 
which says the saloon most go. 
We 
not only need the chime of the church 
Pells, bnf we used the music coming 
from the ballots of free men. 
We be­ 
lieve the leagne presents the one way to 
reach this end. 
It certainly helps to 
make public sentiment, and if the sa- 
loon*can only be destroyed by a political 
party it helps that party. 
Who will 
stand ap for the Lord against the work­ 
ers of fniqaitv ?'*
